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OUR: “INDEPENDENCE” OF WALL STREET. 
- It*has been too much the habit in the West of 
late years to look upon Wall street as a thing 
apart; to make light of its financial excitements; 
to smile at its ups and downs and to wssume that, 
no matter what its troubles may be, the wealth 
and prosperity of the inland states are so greut 
that practical independence of Wall street has 
been established. 

While this condition is perhaps possible and 
desirable the events of the past fortnight have 
that it has not been 





shown most conclusively 
reached. 

Two or three reckless speculators in copper 
who are also interested in New York barks and 
trust companies become involved; their banking 
institutions call for assistance; there is a slaugh- 
ter of prices in Wall street; money goes to a 
premium; clearing house certificates are .ssued— 
and instantly every important bank in this gur- 
den of the West limits cash payments, and even 
workingmen are asked to accept checks for their 
wages. 

This brief statement of solemn truths shows 
how independent we are of Wall street. ¢ 

What is loosely called Wall street is -he finan- 
cial center of the United States. Its bad habits 
probably ought not to communicate themselves 
to the money centers of the West, but that they 
do is not to be disputed. When money becomes 
idle in the West it is sent to Wall street and 
put to work. 

It is true that we have great natural wealth in 
the West. It is true that we are not hopelessly 
in debt to the East. It is true that industry and 
production and distribution were never more 
active or more profitable. But all these do not 
make us independent of Wall street unless we so 
will it. Assertion is not fact. 
~The very riches of the West have invoived 
this section with Wall street. Western bankers 
looking for profit have money there and it cannot 
be had on demand. The West is involved with 
Wall street in a hundred ways, legitimate and 
iliegitimate. Wall street’s gambling machine 
might suspend operations indefinitely and yet the 
West would feel every important shock that 
passed through the Eastern nerve center. 

Financially as well as politically the United 
States constitute one organism and there enn 
be no injury to one member which will not 
speedily afflict every other. : 
When the West was more of a debtor s:ction

In the moral housecleaning which has been 
going on for some years, the lawyer has escaped 
notice. The lawyer is privileged to some extent, 
but not wholly so. 

Who does the fine work, carries on the nego- 
tiations and looks after the bribery, perhaps, 
when public service corporations seek franchises? 
A lawyer. 

Who organizes trusts and combines and under- 
takes to arrange matters therein so that their 
owners and Officers, while violating the spirit 
and possibly the letter of the law, are supposed 
A lawyer. | 
Who squats like a toad at the ear of freeboot-

Who sits at the council board: of speculative 
bankers and financiers who use trust funds dis- 
honestly, showing how by one method their 
conduct may lead to the penitentiary and by 
another to immunity?

such enterprises? A lawyer. 

Why is the legal profession used as a cloak 
by the most daring and unscrupulous men in 
the world? Because, for one reason, too much 
consideration is shown to men who do wrong on 
the “advice of counsel” and because, for an- 
other, lawyers are freely permitted to do things 
which in the layman are looked upon as un- 
pardonable. 

A lawyer may receive with impunity as a fee 
money which in the hands of a layman would be 
a bribe and nothing less. 

Why has so little attention been paid by rail- 
road, manufacturing and commercial interests to 
the laws governing them which have been in ex- 
istence for 20 years? 

Because on the one hand there was no serious 
move on the part of the Government to en- 
force such laws and on the other lawyers were 
always at hand to counsel disobedience and evas- 
ion. 

Modern legislative and business conditions have 
called into existence a class of lawyers who are 
never seen in court, who never appear to have a 
case, who have comparatively little real legal 
knowledge and who nevertheless fare in luxury 
and sooner or later retire with fortunes. 

These are the so-called business lawyers, whose 
methods, if not strictly criminal, so closely ap- 
proximate lawbreaking that the distinction is 
hardly material. In reality they are outlawyers. 

The law is a noble profession and it is pur- 
sued diligently and honorably by thousands of 
high-minded men, but it cannot forever ignore 
the element operating under’ cover of its priv- 
ileges which brings discredit upon law, society 
and Government alike. 

The legal profession, in short, must disavow 
this sort of thing or take the consequences. 

There is a wide field in the law for advice and 
service to a client which will not in themselves 
transcend law and mock justice. No intelligent 
man will ask that the line be drawn for him. He 
knows it intuitively. The lawyers who promote 
crime know what they are about and so do all of 
their brethren. 

A necessary and a prodigious step toward good 
government, commercia! honesty and fair. play 
will have been taken when the legal profession 
shall have purged itself of this admitted scoun- 
drelism.

The apparatus for making black diamonds lately 
patented in France by N. Bonnet consists of a vessel | 
of bronze or other metal, with two carbon electrodes, 
between which is a rod of pure carbon, while be- 
neath the rod is a small vessel containing carbon bi- 
sulphide. The passage of a slight electric current va- 
porizes the carbon bisulphide. A high tension current 
passed through the hermetically closed vessel causes 
the vapor to yield a high pressure, and also fuses 
the carbon rod, which under the great pressure is 
crystallized into black diamonds, 


New Bridge Building Methods. 

Alexander Graham Bell, the inventor of the tele- 
phone, has discovered a new method of erecting steel 
tcwers, bridges, etc. He applies to these structures 
the principles of his well-known tetraheda! kite. The 
tetrahedron is a figure made up of four equal-sided 
triangles, and it is found that such a figure has very 
great strength. Prof. Bell had recently constructed 
a tower whose three legs were entirely formed of steel 
tubes or tetrahedrons. These legs were built along the 
ground, and then raised by jackscrews until the three 
formed a huge tripod 70 feet high, united at ‘the top 
and resting on three concrete foundations feet 
apart. 

The rigidity of the structure was remarkable. This 
was well demonstrated by testing the two legs which 
were built along the ground as a beam. 
very slightly inclined to the hor’zontal, 72 feet be- 
tween supports, the. structure only showed a deflee- 
tion of about three-eighths of an inch. 

The whole tower is less than five tons in weight, 
and is susprisingly strong for the material employed, 
due to the support afforded to the compression mem- 
bers every four feet throughout their length. A very 
long through member may thus be safely treated asa 
comparatively short post.

Thwaite, F. C. &., who initiated this form of electric 
culture, lectured yesterday on the system before the 
Royal Horticultural Society. 

He stated that the plants which up to yesterday had 
been subjected to the arc-light treatment at the Royal 
Botanic Gardens for 68 hours, were @ month ahead 
of the untreated plants, and this was strikingly illus- 
trated by lantern slides showing treated and untreat- 
ed plants side by side. 

Mr. Thwaite told an Express representative that 
the increase in the treated plants approximated 30 


per cent. 


Auto to South Pole. 

No one has proposed that the automotor be tried tn 
the Arctic, but the discovery of some remarkable 
conditions in the Antarctic by the British National 
Expedition under Scott led that leader to suggest that 
a machine made to travel over the snow and ice of a 
certain region there might render effective service. 

The discovery is this: The British expedition found 
‘that a vast, flat glacier is pushed off the surface of a 
part of the Antarctic continent that bas not yet been 
seen by explorers. It Hes south of the Pacific Ocean 
between South Victoria Land and West Antarctica; 
and its northern front is the Great Ice Barrier discov- 
ered by Ross. Nobody knows the extent of this gla- 
cial surface, but its northern edge hud been traced for 
400 miles east and west. 

This mighty field of ice is apparently afloat but not 
drifting, and its surface is almost perfectly level. 
' Scott traveled over it for more than 300 miles to the 
south without finding a crevasse or a ridge except 
within a few miles of the coast of South Victoria 
Land, where it is much broken. Scott’s journey to the 
isouth, Royds’ sledge trip to the southeast and the 
balloon observations at the northetfn e@dge revealed 
this glacial surface as a level expanse of snow-cov- 
ered ice. 

On this flat surface it is thought possible that an

About three weeks ago the Express explained the 
system, and showed how pewerful arc lamps were

New Heat Regulator. 

The “Syphon Regitherm”’ of W. M. Fulton of Knox- 
ville, Tenn., is a novel kind of heat motor, which: ex- 
pands and collapses through several inches,..and is 
claimed to control the heat from a furnace more ef- 
fectively than any electric themostat, while lacking 
the troublesome defects of the latter. The apparatus 
|takes the form of a vessel of flexible metal, with 
sides deeply folded, like those of a bellows. It is her- 
metically sealed, and contains a small quantity of vol- 
atile liquid, the vapor of which, in expanding and 
contracting, gives a change in pressure of half a 
pound per square inch for every degree of tempera- 
ture. As the end wall of the vessel has an area of 30 
square inches, each degree of variation in the atmos- 
phere changes the internal pressure 15 pounds, This 
pressure of one degree of heat lengthens the vessel 
half an inch, and moves the controlling dampers of 
the heater four inches. The regulator can be set to 
operate at any temperature between 55 degrees and 
80 degrees F.

AN EXPERIMENT. 


OZARKO, Mo.—While more headlong communities 
are knocking the saloon higher than a kite, leaving 
this great question unsettled, Ozarko is cautiously 
groping for the solution. 

The Ozarko municipal saloon was opened here this 
week. It has no screens, no billiards, no card tables, 
no pool, no pictures of Diana at the tub, and no big 
mirror sideboard with a varied and kaleidoscopic col- 
lection of glassware. It is severely plain, and fs open 
from 7 a. m. until 10 p. m, 

Before the saloon is a bulletin. The Keeper of this 
posts the names of patrons, with what they drank, 
and who paid for it. No liquor is sold to minors or 


women. 
The expectations of the reform element in the com- 
munity may be enumerated as follows: 

1. That few men are shameless enough to have their 
names go upon the bulletin more than two or three 
tires a day. 

2, That when the community knows just what any 
man is drinking, it will know to what drinks it may 
attribute certain effects; which will enable it in time 
to discontinue selling the drinks least conserving the 
peace and happiness of society. 

8. That the extreme publicity will virtually do away 
with treating: (1) Because men will not care to risk 
the wrath of their friends’ wives; (2) because men 
who never buy a drink will not care to have the com- 
munity know that they drink on other men without 
letting go themselves; (3) that inasmuch as moat 
treating is done by men who cannot afford it, they 
will not relish the publicity given their prodigality, 
especially in the case of their creditors.

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ABOLISH WIDOWS

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OW ill-equipped for the preservation of man is 
H the average woman! Practically all she knows 
is that milk is good for babies, and all she 
thinks is that grown men must have much food to 
feed the furnaces of their physical erganism. A fail- 
ing appetite is to her a signal of danger, and, forth- 
with, anxious and well-meaning, she places before 
him ‘tempting viands and pleads with him to try to 
eat more if only to please her, with the inevitable 
consequence that he, being weak and chivalrous and 
hating to be.~hectored and wept over, lugubriously 
yields and adds fuel, often fatal, to a lurking disor- 
der. Wilful ignorance is at the bottom of all such 
blundering; while fatuously striving to save them, 
women kill good providers by the score, and then 
hold themselves to be fit objects ef sympathy because, 
forsooth, of their self-imposed widowhood. 

Frankly, we have no patience with such persons. 
“There is no more occasion for a woman under 60 to 
be a widow than there is for her to be a spinster; 
the average man is tough, easily guided and only too 
glad to conform with any subtle suggestions that are 
not too obviously for his good or too contrary to his 
inclinations. 

Tact is requisite, of course, but this is a possession 
common to all women; the lack is in rudimentary 
knowledge of the demonstrated methods ef prolong- 
ing physical life. Take, fer example, the simple mat- 
ter of diet. Hardly a woman now alive is ignorant 
of what hers should be; te preserve that. corporeal 
symmetry to which we have alluded she has sought 
professional advice; but did ever one hear of a woman 
paying real money to a physician for prescription of a 
diet to obviate impending corpulence on tne party ef 
her husband? For such purpose. she relies unhesi- 
tatingly upon her boasted instinct; he smokes too 
much if bilious, or he drinks too freely if growing 
stout, and she so informs him; but the information 
is not news and the truth is so disagreeable to any 
really human man that he feels quite justified in re- 
marking, as he usually does in such instances, upon 
the propriety of officious persons minding their ewn 
business. His attitude is neither obtuse nor contu- 
macious, but he desires tactful suggestion of a ra- 
tional remedy, not mere reproachful statement of 
bitter fact, and that is what the woman who has 
failed to equip herself for the performance of her 
duty as a caretaker is unable to give. Primarily, 
therefore, women are responsible, through ignorance, 
for the multiplication _of.tebacco hearts and the fill- 
ing of married drunkards’ graves.

HB “Missouri River has been rediscovereq to 
T navigation. Time was when it carried the 
freight to Western communities from St. Louis 

te Fort Benton, 2600 miles to the Northwest and be- 
yond. It carried this freight and many passengers as 
well in steamboats of large capacity that netted 
their owners fortunes with every successful round 
trip. Occasionally the pilot, though his wage $1600 in 
gold coin each month, was not able te dodge the 
inevitable “‘snag’’ and the boat sank and the fortune 
was lost. These were exceptions, and there are many 
wealthy families in St. Louis which trace the founda- 
tions of their fortunes to the Missouri River trade. 


‘Then the railroad came, and the steambeat went te 
join the stage coach among the abandonment ef yes- 


terday. The Missouri River was forgotten. Now, ait- 
er more than three decades of oblivion, it has been 
rediscovered. 

The discovery was on this wise. - A group of Kansas 
City merchants, buying merchandise from the East, 
figured with care their freight bills. They found that 
over 41 per cent of the freight charge was for the 
short haul from St. Louis to Kansas City, while less 
than 59 per cent was for the long haul from the At- 
lantic Coast to St. Louis. They appealed te the rail- 
reads, but could get no readjustment that afforded 
reduction. They appealed to the Interstate Commerce 
Commission, but found no relief. It was a.¢ompany 
of grave, shrewd merchants and manufacturers that 
sat one evening in the council rooms of a Kansas City

The’ other grows 
lives that mellow all acts and relations 
with a light that -transfigures even the 
commonplace things of earth. 
») Wating or drinking, er anything else 
may be done to the glory of God. That 
is Paul's view of religion. That word 
“whatsoever” is inclusive. Its circumfer- 
ence takes in great and small, secular 
and sacred, lowly and noble. It makes everything 
sacramental. 

Men have divided life’s processes as ocean steam- 
ships are separated into compartments by bulkheads. 
“Business is business, and religion is religion,” we 
say. We refuse to mix religion with business, or poli- 
tics, or “society.”” This false divorce between religion 
and life is the explanation. of the mortifying fact that 

sometimes at the end of financial sins we. find a 
churchman. 

Religion is a spirit that controls men in any realm, 
True ideas of it abolish the distinction between Sec- 
ular and sacred, not by secularizing the sacred, but 
by sanctifying the secular. It is an attitude of soul 
towards God that makes one’s place of business a 
sanctuary, one’s recreation an opportunity for service, 
and one’s friendships fellowships in the highest life. 
What the world’ most needs now Is that true religion 
shall suffuse all its processes, as the light illumines 
the atmosphere. Religion never displaces any normal 
function of person or soctal life, but penetrates all. 

True religion makes every calling sacred. The arti- 
san, day laborer, menial, merchant,. lawyer, doctor,

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BOOM IN EGYPT 


By Consul General Giddings of Cairo. 





N recent reports upon busipess conditions in Egypt 
if sent from this agency and Consulate-General, 
the danger of a fall in the values of stocks and 
lands and a reaction in commercial affairs has been 
pointed out as inevitable. Cairo, and Alexandria to a 
less degree, - presented the familiar features of a 
“boom town” in the western part of, the United 
States. It was declared that so long as the price of 
cotton kept up the native would expand his business, 
live better, and always want to buy land; that prices 
would continue to rise; in fact that since the Anglo- 
French arrangement, with a safe administration, with 
enormously increased population in her cities, with 
improved irrigation, with the increase in cotton con- 
sumption, and the great inflow of foreign capital, 
Egypt was only beginning to march toward her nor- 
mal position of prosperity. 

Speculation thus became rife in everything; busi- 
ness houses, brokers’ firms, private individuals who 
owned a little land, and sharpers o owned nothing, 
turned themselves into stock companies and seld 
thousands of pounds of shares, some of them good ata 
reasonablé price and many of them good for nothing 
at any price. Two years ago the number ef com- 
panies whose stocks were traded in onthe bourse 
in Cairo was between 40 and 50; now the list includes 
about 240 companies, 

Prices of products so increased that the landed pro- 
prietor, who perhaps had trouble formerly to make 
a. profit of $1000.0n 100 feddans of land (103 4-5 acres) 
found himself taking net $4000 from the same proper- 


i; ty. Cotton went up from $8 or $10 to $20 or more. 
General prosperity accompanied every kind of indus- 


try; and while agricultural land sold sometimes for 
$700 an acre, in the towns, especially in Cairo, prices 
rose to about $500 a square meter in the best streets. 
Town. lots, villa sites, and additions were extended 
far into the desert. It is #aid that lots for 200,009 
villas were actually marked out near Cairo. Lands 
and, houses were sold rapidly (at least nominally), 
each. time at a loudly proclaimed advance. Buyers 
generally paid by installments, and thus an. unsafe 
staircase of values was built. 


But speculation continued until last spring and the 


One clever broker cornered certain shares and ran 
the prices up from £4 to £75. -To prevent a threaten- 
ing heavy failure, a ~fommittee persuaded the broker 
to take £23 a share. In April a-speculator threw 
£400,000 of shares on the market to raise money to 
meet his obligations. Prices sank. The census of 
Cairo and Alexandria showed discouraging returns; 
but neither the “corner,” the throwing of the large 
blocks of stock on the market, nor Lord Cromer’s 
resignation caused the trouble. The banks, long since 
alarmed, had been calling in their loans, and in com- 
pany with other money lenders in Egypt and also in 
England were refusing to give credit, so that only a 
touch like the alleged corner, or some politica] inci- 
dent, was necessary to precipitate the present reac- 
tion. For some days the bourses of Cairo and Alex- 
‘arndria were practically closed. ‘Yet only one bank 
failed in Alexandria and not many commercial houses 
have closed their doors. Shares are now (Sept. 30) be- 
low their real value in many cases: there is very little 
credit, and nobody knows what will occur when the 
next quarterly payments are due on Oct.1. What land 
is ‘worth in Cairo no one can tell, because practically 
no transactions have occurred.

WINTER MILINERY | 





potatoes, ene-quarter pound carrots beiled un- 

til tender and worked through a wire sieve or 
colander, one-half pound currants, one-half pound 
seeded raisins, one-quarter pound moist sugar, 
one-quarter pound finely chopped suet, one-half 
pound flour, two ounces candied peel, one. ta- 
blespoonful syrup, a little grated nutmeg. Put these 
ingredients into a bowl, stir until thoroughly mixed, 
leave it to stand all night covered with clean cloth. 
Next day grease a pudding basin, boil four hours, or 
put in cloth, tie pudding securely. This is good and 
economical. 


SWEET POTATO PIE.—One teacup sweet pdfatoes 
after they are thoroughly mashed or put through a 
sieve. Two eggs, well beaten; one cup. sugar, one pint 
milk, one tablespoon mented butter, one spoon flour, 
pinch of salt, one half teaspoon cinnamon (ground). 
Stir well together and bake as you do pumpkin by fill- 
ing crust. 


FRENCH BOILED PIGEONS. ~-First. clean and 
prepare pigeons, then split open the backs; cut the 
legs at the first joints and run them through the skin 
so that the ends come out on the inside; dip the 
birds in beaten eggs, roll them in bread crumbs, and 
broil. While broiling, knead butter, chopped parsley, 
and lemon juice together. Spread some on pigeon 
when dished. Serve hot. 


EGG-IN-THE-NEST.—Separate the white of an egg 
from the yolk. Beat the white stiff and dry; put itin 
a small bowl or a cup, making in the top of it a hol- 
low the size of the yolk. Slip the yolk in hollow, place 
cup in a covered saucepan of boiling water. Cook twe 
minutes, 


REBOILED POTATOES:—Put on the usual ameunt 
of water and let it come to a brisk boiling point. 
Drop in the cold boiled potatoes, a few at a time, so 
as not to dusturb the temperature more than can be 
avoided. If smal} boil for five minutes; if large for 
10. They willybe as white and mealy as freshly boiled 
ones and without.a warmed-over taste. 


NOODL FOR TWO.—One egg and water enough 
to fill half.the shell, one-half teaspoon of salt and 
enough flour to make a stiff dough. Roll out thin, 
sprinkle with flour, roll and cut in fine strips and boil 
about ten minutes. Serve immediately. 


ALMOND SALAD.—Chop and stone six olives, add 
half a cup blanched almonds chopped, also half a cup 
of tender celery cut fine. Mix with salad dressing and 
serve on lettuce leaves. 


FRESH CUCUMBERS IN WINTER.—Fill glass 
jars with cucumbers that have been slightly seasoned 
with salt. Remove all bubbles by passing a fork 
through them. Put the tops on the jars, turn them 
f}upside down, and let them stand for awhile as a test 
that there is no leakage. When put up in this manner 
cucumbers taste as fresh as if gathered right from 
the vines in summer time. 

Corn, string beans, and green peas are put up with 
the same success, and especially corn on the cob. It 
requires no cooking, and should be put up in cold wa- 
ter. It will last all winter, and be a surprise at the 
Christmas dinner. 


SOUP CAKE WITHCUT EGGS.—Strain soup, let it 
Stand five or ten minutes. With a tablespoon remove 
all grease, put it in a syrup or molasses can, next day 
remove the soup that settles at the bottom, put the 
can of grease back on the stove, pour cold water over 
it, and let it boil, next day pour off_the water, and 
you. have a clear shortening that you can use for 
cookies and spice cakes. Even if celery and tomatoés 
have been cooked in the soup you never detect it, as 
the spice takes that taste away.

Webster Groves is recovering from a 
smallpox scare now that a quarantine 
of three weeks’ standing is about to be 
lifted from the Protestant Orphan s 
Home, where 250 children live. 

Nineteen little sufferers from the dan- 
gerously contagious disease are report- 
ed convalescent at the Home and the 
residents of the suburb believe that it 
will not now spread beyond the institu- 
tion’s walls. 

Five hundred persons liave been vac- 
cinated in Webster Groves while the 
scare has been on. Webster Groves 
physicians ‘ have worked overtime 
scratching arms and have had difficulty 
in obtaining enough vaccine virus to 
accommodate their patients. 

All the schoo], children were vacci- 
nated, as orders were issued that no 
child would be allowed to attend classes 
until after being vaccinated. 

First Patient Isolated. 

According to the stories current in 
Webster Groves, the disease was 
brought to the Orphans’ Home by a 
chfld sent there from St. Louis. When 
the child became ill and blotches ap- 
peared on its body it was thought 
to be suffering from chicken-pox. Too 
late, the officers of the Home made the 
discovery that it was’ smallpox. Steps 
were immediately taken to isolate the 
child, but it developed that 18 other 
children had caught the disease before 
the isolation was established.

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S REVEAL CURIOUS RESULTS OF 7 
CLAMPING THE LID TIGHT ON ST. LOUIS 
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Conditions Show a Marked Reversal’ 


of Form in the Second Year of the 
New Law Enforcement That No 
One Attempts to Account for---What 
the Statistics Indicate. 


UEER phases of the workings of the Sund ay lid in St. Louis are portrayed in statistics col- 


lected by the Post-Dispatch for the four 


years between April, 1903, and April, 1907. 


Official reports from the health, police and other departments of the city for the 
first half of this period show what happened before the lid appeared. Similar reports for the lat- 


ter half show what followed its introduction. 


By adding the figures of the first two years and contrasting them witu the added figures of the 
latter two years, definite comparisons of the lidded and lidless periods are obtained, some of an 


astonishing character. 


That public drunkenness should increase during the two years of the lid is surprising, but the 


statistics say it is true. 


Fa 


The police reports declare that more persons were arrested for drunkenness during the two 
years following the lid’s establishment than th the same ‘period immediately preceding. Statistics 


show that there were more suicides, more deaths from alcoholism and more arrests for 


beer after the lid was put on. is

On the other hand, the same statistics indicate that the lid has caused a reduction in crime— 


that is, they show that there has been a falling

The lid has reduced the number of women arrested 
for frequenting saloons, the number of persons whose 
indulgence in alcohol causes them to be sent to the 
City Insane Asylum, and the number of saloons in 
operation in St. Louis. 


3 LESS EFFECTIVE SECOND YEAR. 


An analysis of the statistics for the two years of 
the lid shows it was much less effective in reducing 
arrests and cases of alcoholism in the second year 
than it was in the first. 

In the first year of the lid—from April, 1905, to April, 
1906—there was a marked falling off in the number of 
persons arrested for being drunk on the streets, in 
the number of persons arrested for being drunk on 
Sunday, in the number of persons arrested for ‘‘can- 
ning beer,”’ in the number of peace disturbance cases 
on Sunday, in the number of alcoholic cases at the 
City Hospital, in the number of suicides and in the 
total number of Coroner's cases. 

If the ratio of decrease had continued throughout 
the second year of the lid, there would be no occasion 
for these statistics, The lid would have been declared 
an unmixed blessing. 


REVERSAL OF FORM. 


But the fact is that in its second year, the lid 
showed @ marked reversal of form. Instead of con- 
tinuing to cause a decrease of crime and drunken- 
ness, it permitted, if it did not partially cause, an 
_ increase. The statistics show that the arrests for 
_ drunkenness and the deaths trom alcoholism increased 

to a point where they exceeded their own marks the 
_ last year before the lid. The number of suicides was 
also larger in that year than before the lid.

increases are considered. 


They say this increase of population is sufficiently 
large to offset the apparent argument as to the lid’s 
ineffectiveness indicated by some of the statistics. 

There is one feature connected with the statistics 
which the champions of the lid cannot explain away 
and that is that deaths due directly to atcobolign 
have increased 41 per cent. 


ALCOHOLISM GROWS. 


The figures are taken from the annual reports of the 
Health Department. They show &: deaths due to alco- 
holism in the two years the lid has been on as against 
59 the two preceding years when it was not on. The 
only explanation the lid champions have is that pos- 
Sibly the record is not complete. 
they say, 


Some physicians, 
may have reported alcoholic deaths as due 
to cirrhosis of the liver or some other disease with 
a more more euphonious name. But this argument 
works both ways and is as likely to affect the before- 
the-lid statistics as the after-the-lid tables. 


The percentages of the cases in which the lid has 
been effective are equally interesting. The reduction 
in the number of Sunday arrests amounts to 34% per 
cent and it pointed to with pride by the lid cham- 
pions, as is the reduction of 49 per cent in Sunday ar- 
rests for drunkenness. They are likewise proud of 2 
reduction of 24 per cent in the alcoholic cases treated 
at the city dispensaries and a reduction of 10 per 
cent in the alcoholic at the City Hos- 
pital.

DECREASE AT HOSPITAL. 


The greatest reduction under the lid, however, is in 

the cases of deaths from alcohdlism at the City Hos- 
pital, which amounts to no less than 88 per cent. It 
seems difficult to believe that this is true, but the rec- 
ords show that there were 104 deaths from drink there 
the two years before the lid ang only 12 in the two 
years of its operation. And, at that, there were only 
two the second year of the lid, 10 being in the first 
year, — . 
An odd feature shown by the statistics is the de- 
erease in the death rate of M% per cent during the 
two years of the lid, despite the increase In the city’s 
population.

@he-figures showing where the lid has reduced ar- 
rests and drink cases are equally clear. The total 
arrests by the police for all causes before the lid were 
56,084. The total arrests in two years following the 
a's advent were 65,540. - 

Before the lid 1765 persons were arrested for being 
drunk on the street on Sunday, while only 88 were 
arrested for the same reason curing the two lid 
years. : : 

The figures on deaths from alcoholism at city insti- 
tutiots have already been given. Before the lid 189 


‘persons were treated in two years at: the city dis-— 


pensaries for alcoholic troubles. During two years of 
the lid only 1428 persons were treated for similar com- 
plaints. 

Before the lid 2828 persons were treated for alcohol- 
ism in two years at the City Hospital. During the 
two lid years only 2090 persons were treated there. 

The number of women arrested for frequenting 54- 
loons was 1190 before thé lid and only 2)2 in the same 
period after it was put on. 

One hundred and three persons were admitted to the 
Insane Asylum because of alcoholism before and only 
45 in the same period after the lid. 


F2WER SALOONS ALSO. 


The number of saloons pfying revenue to the city 
in 196, according to Collector Hagerman’s books, was 
2604; In 1907, 2492. But Excise Commissioner Mulvihill 
says these figures are deceptive and that there are 
now only 2814 saloons in operation as against 2677 
when he took office early in 1906. 

To lustrate the proposition that the lid’s effects 
suffered a reversal of form in the second year, take 
the case of peraon# arrested for being drunk on the 


street. They numbered 6196 in the years 193-194 The 


last ‘‘wide-open’’ year—1904-196—they increased to 5478. 
When the lid was clamped on a reduction in this line 
was expected. It came. The number of persons ar- 
rested for being drunk on the street in 1905-1906 was 
only 4625. An additional reduction was looked for 
when the lid wis tightly soldered in 1996-1907. But, lo, 
the man with the jagiwas abroad in the city more 
numerously than ever that year and the police have 
counted up that he was arrested 6363 times. 


SLUMP IN “CANNING.” 


So it appears with the men arrested for being drunk 
on Sunday. They amounted to 89? the last.year before 
the lid. The next year the number dropped to 389,

The last year before the lid M48 persons fell into 
police clutches for “canning beer.’ Mulvihill’s orders 
were followed by a slump in the ranks of the “‘beer- 
canners” to 118.

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Mr. Hadley still says he is not a car- 
didate, but his friends are certain that 
he will not refuse the nomination if he 
is chosen at the primary election. 
Three in Senatorial Race. 

The Republican race for Senator is 
onfined at this time to Attorney Charles 
Nagel of St. Louis, Thomas K. Niedring- 
haus, former chairman of the State 
Committee, and Col R. C. Kerens, the 
favorite of the railroad interests. The 
fact that Kerens bolted the caucus nom- 
ination. of Niedringhaus at Jefferson 
City in 1905, with the result that Maj. 
Warner of Kansas City carried off the 
prize, almost precliides Him, from a 
party standpoint, as a formidable aspi- 
rant for senatorial hohors. 

Lieutenant-Governor John C. McKin- 
ley has been mentioned frequently in 
connection with the senatorship, being 
regarded popularly at least as a recep- 
tive cadidate. 

Several Republicans, among them Con- 
gressman Bartholdt of the Tenth Dis- 
trict profess to believe that Mr. Mce- 
Kinley may be the Republican guberna- 
torial candicate, assuming that Mr. Had. 
ley may refuse to run. 

Politicians believe Mr. Bartholdt 
does not want Mr. Hadley because the 
latter is identified too intimately witn 
anti-liquor policies. And Mr. Bar. 
tholdt watehes this lHquor question 
clogely both when at home and in Con- 
gress, there being nine breweries in his 
district. 

Power Lost to Politicians, 

None of the men selected for public 
office in Missouri next year will be 
nominated at conventions. As a result 
of the enactment of the State primary 
law at the recent session of the Leg- 
islature the old-time politician finds 
himself minus a job. The _ coterie 
which once appeared on the political 
stage as the friends of the people, but 
who merely were puppets moved by 
wires held in the hands of lobbyists, 
operating for breweries, railroads and 
other big interests, realize that the en- 
actment of the primary principle inta 
a statute makes it impossible for them 
to regain their lost power. 

Bosses of the Stone-Seibert-Dockery 
variety have been waiting for what 
they term the “era of politica] fanat- 
icism’’ to pass away before they assume 
command again. 

Under the primary law they can see 
no hope, because candidates will be 
nominated by a direct vote of the peo- 
ple. There will be no more dark-lantern 
convention caucuses for fixing up tick- 
ets and defeating people’s choices. 

Dalton’s Race Recalled,, 

About fourteen years ago ‘‘Farmer”’ 
Dick Dalton, known as the “Sage of 
Saverton,’’ made a remarkable race for 
Governor against William J. Stene. 

Dalton went inte the convention with 
a majority of the delegates pledged to 
his candidacy, but came out a defeated 
man.

the Demecratic party merely were ex- 
amples of how this would be accom- 
plished. 

Tammany never was better organized 
than the old Democratic machine in this 
State. -It was not until Gov. Folk, then 
Circuit Atterney of St. Louis, loomed on 
the political horizon as a State ‘figure 
in 1904 that it went to pieces. Mr. Folk 
was elected Governor by 30,000 votes, 
while at the same time the Republicans 
elected their candidate for Supreme 
Judge, Secretary of State, Auditor, 
Treasurer and Atterney-General by 
pluralities varying from 6000 te 20,000.

CAN’T GET CONVICTIONS} 


No More Cases, He Says, Will 
Be Tried by Justice Court 
Juries, 


It is the duty of a Prosecuting At- 
torney te enforce the laws, not to in- 
quire whether they are good. 

I believe’ the sentiment against en- 
forcement of the lid law is more gen- 
éral in St. Louis County than any- 
where clse in the State; that is the 
difficulty we have to meét. 

Since my Bppointment no favors 
have been shown dramshop law vio- 
latcrs. 

We expect to prove our sincerity by 


convicting a large peréentage of sa- 
loon keepers new under charges. 


EDWIN MILLS, 


Asetetant Prosecuting Attorney of St, 
Louis County. 
A new reformer has entered the arena 


in St? Liouis County. He is Edwin W. 
Mills, a young man, appointed six 
months ago to ‘the office of Assistant 
Prosecuting Attorney. He will train 
his guns on violators of the saloon 
laws. ' 

The new reformer is full of enthus- 
iasm. He declares his sincerity will be 
proven by convictions and that, hereaf 
ter, the justice court jury will be ig- 
nored in dramshop cases and the mat- 
ters be carried straight to the Circuit 
Court. 

He believes that there is ‘‘something 
wrong’ in the administration of the lid 
laws in St. Louis County. 


Believes Jurors Prejudiced 
The weak spot is in the justice courts, 


Mills believes, and is due to prejudice 
against ‘“‘lid’’ prosecutions prevalent 
among men who usually serve on jus- 
tice court juries. In proof of his posi- 
tion he calls attention to the fact 
that during the time he has been in 
the Prosecuting Attorney’s office there 
have been but two convictions of sa- 
loonkeepers by such juries, though the 
evidence in many cases has in his opin- 
ion’ been absolutely convincing. 

For this reason Mills last week an- 
nounced his determination to try no 
more ‘“‘lid’’ cases before juries in the 
justice courts, but to dismiss all such 
cases when the defendants demand 
juriés and file informations in the Cir- 
cuit Court. 

“I do not care to be known as & re- 
former,’’ said Mills to a Post-Dispatch 
reporter. “I do not believe there is 
any corruption practiced in the selec- 
tion of juries or any influence brought 
to bear with the juries to get decisions 
favorable to the saloon men. But there 
can bé no doubt of the friendly atti- 
tude of most of thése juries toward the 
violation. of the “‘lid’’ law. 

The fact that many of the justice 
courts are situated in the immediate 
wicinity of saloons and the defendant 
usually drinks with the members of the 
jury before the trial of the case may 


‘have something to do with establishing 


this friendly feeling. 
Will Enforce All Laws. 

“T have, worked hard since I went 
into the Prosecutitie Attorney’s office 
to get convictions in all cases, where 
it seemed that offenses had been com- 
mitted. All laws look alike to me. It 
is the duty of a Prosecuting Attorney 
to enforce the laws, and not to inquire 
Whether they are good. Most of my at- 
tention during this time has been taker 
up with ‘lid’ cases, and it is these 
cases where I have found it most dif- 
ficult to obtain convictions. 

“There have been criticisms of my 
work in many quarters because of the 
small number of convictions in this 
class of cases. I can only say that I 
have done my best. I have made mis- 
takes; I guess we all do. But I have 
always tried to correct the errors I have 
made, and those who have criticised mec 
for preparing faulty informations in sa- 
loon cases will find that the defendants 
did not escape on that account, but that 
new informations have been filed, in 
which the pleadings are cerrected. 

“I believe the sentiment against the 
enforcement of the ‘lid’ law is more gen- 
eral in St. Louis County than in most 
places in Missouri, and that is the dif- 
ficulty we have to meet. But it will 
have to be enforced, and that most 
stringently, 

Saloons Suffer Most. 

“The opposition to saloons is grow- 
ing, as was shown by the elections this 
week, and it is lax enforcement of ex- 
isting laws that has most to do in in- 
creasing this opposition. The l!aw-abid- 
ing saloon keeper is the persen who !+ 
most injured by violations of the dram- 
shop laws, because these violations 
bring him into wae 4 through no 
fault of his own. 

“It has been repeatedty charged that 
there has been intentional neglect of 
saloon cases by the Prosecuting Attor- 
ney’s office. I know little of what 
went on in the office Before I became 
acquainted with it, but since my 4p- 
pointmenut I have handled most cases of 
that nature and no favors have been 
shown. 

“T.advieed the grand jury in their de-

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| POLICE COURT 
PROBATION LAW 


Justice Says Rule of Higher 
Tribunals Should Apply 
Also in Lower. 


OFFENSES ARE PETTY 











As Result Probability of Re- 
form Is Greater Than With 
Serious Crimes. 





Judge Pollard of the Dayton Street 
Police Court defends the probation 
methods he has inaugurated, declaring 
that what he asks of the police requires 
almost no time, and results in maintain- 
ing the general order of the city and 
in that way benefits the entire public. 

The Judge has expressed his views in 
a statement prepared for the Post-Dis- 
patch. He says: 

“T am acting as my own probation 
officer in the cases where defendants 
are nut upon probation, and always 
have—taking upon myself the trouble of 
having offenders visit me at my home. 

“Tf have never tried to impose any ad- 
ditional burden on the police—but, I do 
think it is in the line of their duty to 
report to me if they learn of any de- 
fendant who has been shown clemency 
on his promise to reform returning to 
the practices that brought about §his 
downfall. 

Reform Better Than Prison. 

“I am a firm bellever in the idea that 
it is better to reform than punish; I 
am conservative and try to take a 
broad view of life. I have never tried 
in public or private life to make people 
conform to my views. In the probation 
method used by me, I put it up to the 
defendant to reform himself: to work 
out’ his own redemption and salvation 
from the causes that bring him into the 
Police Court. 

“I ‘want those arraigned to comply 
with the law and I try to aid them in 
every way possible—in the best way 
possible for the city and the defendant. 
“I maintain that when a man or wom- 
an disturbs the peace of the community 
of hi sfamily, he should be made to 
pay the penalty. 
“I try to be human and humane, rec- 
ognizing that one can be so lenient in 
the enforcement Of the law that an oef- 
fense is committed and so tyrannical 
that an injustice is also done. 
“T try. in the infliction of punishment 
against a defendant, to net commit as 
great an offense as the defendant him- 
self committed. 

Must Search a Motive. 
“The work of the Justice is a serious 
and perplexing one, and in order to do 
justice and vindicate the law he must 
look behind and beyond the charge in 
the indictment or information and learn 
vhat was the moving cause of the 4e- 
fendant’s wrong doing. Justices. in my 
opinion, should take time to do this and 
have the courage’'to adopt any.plan or 
method that will raise the standard of 
citizenship and protect the public. 
“T have advecated the idea that the 
probation laws should apply to Police 
Courts. They apply in the higher courts. 
Why not in the Police Courts? 
“Our State Jaw already provides pro- 
bation for grave misdemeanors and fe- 
lonieus crimes with intent to reform the 
evil deer. Why not seek te reform the 
one who has committed much smaller 
offenses and who its still possessed of a 
much larger per cent of good citizen- 
ship?’ ;

NEW YORK, Nov. 9.—Dr. Julian

ship Missouri, and Aeronauts Oscar 
Erbsloeh and Rudolph Erbsloeh and his 
wife, in the big German balloon Pom- 
mern, made a highly successful trip to- 
day from Point Breeze, Philadelphia, 
to this city, more than 100 miles. 

The trip was made with the intention 
of demonstrating that the flight of a 
balloon could be governed and that it 
cid not whally depend upon the ca- 
prices of the winds. It was also the 
intention of Dr. Thomas to gain by it 
knowledge of the German system §$ of 
handling a balloon in flight. 

When the voyage ended Dr. Thomas 
declared there was little wonder that 
the Germans had won the great inter- 
national race. They not only possessed 
a more stable balloon than their com- 
petitors, he said, but in scientific knowl- 
edge of acrial conditions and wind cur- 
rents they are far in advance of even 
the French acronauts. 

Controlled Its Flight. 
That the direction of the flight of @ 





balloon can easily be controlled by those | 


in the basket was demonstrated con- 
clusively. This fact, Dr. Thomas said, 
is a great step in the progress of aerial 
navigation. 

The balloon, when freed, rose to a 
height of 1000 feet through a dense mist 
which covered Philadelphia. Above the 
mist the air was remarkably clear. In 
the basket of the balloon were 23 bags 
of ballast, each weighing 60 pounds, be- 
sides the six persons, whose aggregate 
weight was nearly 1000 pounds more. 

“Our principal object,’’ said Dr. Thom- 
as, ‘‘was to reach New York. That was 
the point we had planned to reach even 
before we went to Philadelphia and 
the trip was made largely to prove my 
theory that the direction of a balloon 
can be controlled by its pilot. 

“Here let me say that in 
son to all other aeronauts I have made 
ascents with, Dr. Erbsloch is the most 
competeent and the most scientific. 
During the seven hours of our trip 
he kept his eyes constantly 
instruments and issued orders ac- 
cordingly. Heretofore aeronauts 
have tossed out ballast by the bag. In 
some cases Erbsloeh insisted that the 
sand be poured out by the handful, 
When we landed we had still ten bags 
of ballast and could have sailed on 
al] night had we s@ desired. Our ob- 
ject, however, was to reach New 
York, and we did it.

Pretty Waitress on $10 Gold Piece 
Has Unbecoming Indian 
Head Dress. 


The objection of Eastern clergymen 
to the new $10 coin may not, it de- 
veloped yesterday when the gold 
plece made its appearance in St. 
Louis, be based wholly on the fact 
that the coin lacks the motto, “In 
3od We Trust.” Esthetic reasons may 
have entered into the objection to the 
new money, 

The head on the face of the coin, 
although the features were modeled 
by St: Gaudens after a beautiful Irish 
waitress, wears an Indian headdress 
which even a waitress would scorn. 
Under the head is the date, 1907, and 
on the headdress is the word liberty. 
No other lettering appears on the 
face of the coin. Thirteen stars form 
a Semi-circle above the head. 

The obverse of the coin bears an 
eagle which lays St. Gaudens liable to 
accusation by the President as a na- 
ture faker. To all appearances it is a 
bird of “advanced thought” type, for 
it seemingly wears feather bloomers. 
Its wins are half raised, as though 
its modesty were somewhat shocked 
at this garb, and as if it were about 
to take flight from the coin.

doing it to u~hold the hands of Hughes. 
The Governor let it be known distinctly 
that he had not asked the President to 
uphold him, and since then there has 
been no Hughes enthusiasm at the 
White House. 

The cause goes deeper than that. The 
President is convinced that-if Hughes 
were elected, he would have to take a 
back seat in New ixork politics. There 
would not be two leaders, two over- 
shadowing personalities in New York. 
Even if Roosevelt went to the Senate 
he weuld have to play second fiddle. 
How kindly the President takes to such 
a role can be imagined. 

It is quite likely that if there is no 
other way to prevent the nomination of 
Hughes, the President will take a nom- 
ination and the chance of defeat, or, 
what he would like almost as little, a 
greatly reduced majority. 


Alabama to Start Stampede. 

Meanwhile the preparations to nomi- 
nate him go gayly on. Charles H. 
Scott, the chairman of the Republican 
State Central Committee of Alabama, 
announced to the Post-Dispatch corre- 
spondent today that Alabama would 
send an instructed delegation for Roose- 
velt. 

As Alabama is the first State on the 
roll, the tactical advantage of her po- 
sition is out of all proportion to her po- 
litical importance. If she begins the 
balloting by casting her 22 votes for 
Roosevelt, the opportunity for a stam- 
pede will be tremendous. 

A few months ago Assistant Postmas- 
ter-General Hitchcock went to Alabama 
and had a conference with Scott and 
the other organization leaders on the 
subject of the presidential nomination. 
This is believed to be the result. 

The anti-Roosevelt men realize the 
importance of Alabama's position, and 
an Alabama delegation has approached 
Senator Foraker privately on the sub- 
ject of sending a contesting delegation 
instructed for him. Foraker told them 
he was not a candidate, but he said it 
mildly, and they are going ahead with 
their work. Most of them are “Black 
and Tans.”’ If the “Lily Whites” refuse 
to let him into the State convention 
they will hold primaries of their own 
and send a contesting delegation, and 
the first great fight of the convention 
will be over which delegation to admit. 

Another highly significant third term 
development of today was the consoli- 
dation of the two Internal revenue dis- 
tricts of Tennessee into one. The Presi- 
dent did this and appointed Robt. S. 
Sharp of Chattanooga Collector, with 
headquarters at Nashville. This-is the 
final and crushing blow at Represen- 
tative Brownlow, the former Repub- 
lican boss of Tennessee. 

The President has gradually taken his 
patronage away from him and con- 
centrated it in the hands of H. Clay 
Evans and Newell Sanders. This drives 
Collectors Coldwell and Butler, 
henchmen. This fight on 
Brownlow was begun by the President 
months ago when J. W. Dillon was 
dropped as Surveyor of the Port of 
Nashville and Arch M. Hughes as post- 
master at Columbia. 

Taft Supporter Ousted. 

Brownlow is a Taft man, at least in 
public. The other crowd are Roosevelt 
men and ready to obey the President's 
lightest wish. Brownlow’s devotion to 
the President had long been suspected, 
and his elimination seems io have been 
the result of a recommendation made 
to» the President by Secretary Corte!l- 
you. These occurrences in Alabama and 
Tennessee follow closely on the appar- 
ent disposition of State Chairman Tim- 
othy L. Woodruff, who is hand in glove 
with thé President, to boom him’ in 
New York.

MILLIONS DAIL 


Money Flurry Causes 
Financial Slump in 
Windy City.

CHICAGO, Nov. 9.—What the savings 
deposit notice and the cashless check 
‘bave done for the business of Chicago 
‘ie indicated in the record of weekly 
clearings. Clearings show a daily aver- 
age decrease of substantially $10,000,000. 

The week ending Oct. 26 was one of 
normal business conditions. The total 
amount of exchanges for that week was 
$262,597.922, or an increase of nearly 22 
per cent over the corresponding week 
last year. 

But on the Monday following Oct. 26 
the clearing house certificate and the 
30 and 60 days’ notice of the savings 
banks went into effect, while checks on 
deposits necessarily were denied cash 
payment. 

Then, with the inability of the people 
to get cash and refusal to Accept some 
of the new kind of cashiers’ checks put 
into circulation, business began to 
dwindle steadily until the daily average 
bank clearings for the week dropped 
from $43,766,320 to a daily average for 
the week just ended of $33,261,499, or a 
gross decrease of more than $63,000,000 
for the six business‘days of the week.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 9.—The sugges- 
tion of Prof. Drake of Ann _ Arbor, 
Mich,, that President Roosevelt be made 
King of the United States has aroused 
intense interest among publicists here. 
It is felt that Prof. Drake has expressed 
a long felt want and his suggestion 
everywhere meets with favor. 

In the discussion that has been going 
on here on all street corners where pub- 
licists are wont to meet, a considerable 
diversity of opinion as to the exact 
method of carrying Prof. Drake's idea 
into effect has been manifested. At a 
late hour tonight a small knot of pub-

licists at Schumaker'’s decided to refer 
the vexed questions to Prof. Drake for 
decision and a telegram embodying tnem 
was sent to him. As soon as he answers 
it active steps will be begun and a King 
Theodore Club will be organized.

His neigh- 
bors fear that, weakened by age and 
deprivation, he has wandered into some 
secluded spot, according to the deter- 
mination he has so often expressed, and 
died. His married daughter, Mrs. 
Longemeyer of 4412 Norfolk avenue, St. 
Louis, has been notified of his disap- 
pearance. 

Mendel was last seen when he took 
possession ef the wash house of Wil- 
liam Morita, a neighbor, .eafd shutting 
himself up refused to see any of the 
family. He was heard moving about 
the wash house for two days, and it 
is supposed that he came out at night 
for food. On the evening of the third 
day Mrs. Moritz succeeded in persuad- 
ing him to speak to her, but could not 
make him say why he had shut him- 
self up. 

Disappears at Night. 
That night he disappeared, and though 


. search has been made for him, nothing 


has been seen nor heard of him since. 
He left the box house just as it was 
when he lived in it. 

Mendel had been the character of that 
sertion of the county between Clayton 
and Kirkwood for several years, be- 

se of the peculiar way in which he 
lived. He is said to have been well-to- 
do once, and to have owned farming 
land near the Clayton road. He first 
had a cabin on A. Wagner's place on 
the North and South road. 

He refused to accept assistance from 
his daughters or any of his neighbors, 
and so far as anyone knows, his only 
means,of support for the past two years 
has béen the $5 a month which he re- 
ceived from the county. 
au Frightened His Neighbors. 

Last winter he frightened the neigh- 
bors by appearing at their homes armed 
with a shotgun and making threats and 
complaint was made against him. He 
Was arrested by a deputy constable af- 
ter some difficulty and placed in Jail. 
Later he was sent by the County Court 
to the Poorhouse, but he refused to stay, 
returning to his place by the roadside. 
Soon after he was taken to St. Louis 
by two women relatives. He renounced 
them and returned to his hut. 

Tramps used his shanty for a camp 
and set fire to it. When the old man re- 
turned and found his home in ruins he 
procured a piano box from Clayton and 
placed it on the site of his former shan- 
ty. There he lived up to the time of his 
disappearance. | 
‘The piano box house is ingenuously ar- 
ranged and quite comfortable. It is laid 
flat on the side that corresponds to the 
back of the piano and is supported at 
the four corners upon piles of stones 
about a foot high.

Not Enough Work. 

A pitcher when working on an average 
of about two games a week don’t get 
tu bat often enough to make himse’f 
familiar with the art of meeting the 
hell, which is the secret of good hitting. 

A pitcher who is in the game about 
twice a: week will, in the course of that 
time, go to bat about seven tines, while 
tne player who is in the game eycry day 
will face the barrier about twenty-five 
times. This fact alone means quite a 
little to the men who expects to hit with 
any degree of consistency. 

Another good theory advanced, und 
one that seems very reasonable, is the 
one that while the twirier is on the slab 
serving up the benders to the opposition, 
he is watching the ball as it goes away 
from him, but when at the bat the con- 
ditions are reversed and he has tu {ook 
at the ball as it is coming towards him. 

Same in Trap Shooting. 

Any trapshooter will tell you that the 
hardest way to break a clay pigeon is 
when it is coming directly toward you, 
and the 
vards batting. 

Pitchers, as a rule 
game, would ratner 
than anything else, and their lack of 
hitting ability surely is not caused by 
the fact that they don’t practice. 

To show how much they like to hit I 
have only to say that I overheard one 
major league pitcher make the remark 
that there were only two pleasures in 
the game for him, one was hitting in 
practice and the game and the other 
payday.

Colds, Influenza and Catarrh, 


Says Medical Journal. 

LONDON, Nov. 9.—There is danger in 
playing a game bridge with cards 
that have been used several times be- 
fore, according to the Lancet, a leading 
medical journal. 

The medical mentor says that playing 
cards that have been used again and 
again would doubtless show on. bac- 
teriological examination an appalling se- 
lection of micro-organisms. The packs 
which have been circulating for weeks_ 
at bridge parties sooner or later get 
soiled by constant contact with the hu- 
man hand. 

Prior to dealing some persons may 
even be caught moistening their finger 
fips "with the tongue in order to facili- 
the ‘“dealing-out’”’ process. The 
ecards become discolored an. get sticky, 
and thus form a favorable developing 
ground for micro-organisms, which are 
handed round over and over again to 
partners and to opponents, the game 
serving in this way as a very effectual 
means of distributing insanitary ma- 
terials. 

There is little doubt that card parties 
are a frequent source of common colds, 
influenza and catarrh. Under the phy- 
sically vitiated conditiong cr the aver- 
age card party the vit ility of the human 
organism is soon lowered; the bacillus 
is there, invades the body, and soon 
manifests its triumph in the sv--7e, the 
catarrh and the sore throat.

These buckles 
are set in such a way as to reduce the 
apparent length of the shoe; an illusion 
helped out by the French heels. though 
these are of moderate height in view of 
their wearer's stature.

ET’S all concentrate our minds on hoping that the new Kiaw & Erlanger- 
Keith & Proctor vaudeville merger, by which the original combine and its 
recent rival, the United States Amusement Co, become one to al. intents 

and rurposcs, won't mean the end of competition in the vanceville ficld. 

It's sure!y in order to hope thus, because, in U.e firsc place. this senson’s 
competition by the “advanced” forces Dos cerwinly. improved the yuatity of 
vaudeville, and, in the second place, the Oppenheimers of St. Louis sturdily 
protest that they will not consent to be either driven or frozen out of the vaud- 
éville world by any octopus, no matter how powerful. Back of them, it seems, 
i William Morris of New York and Chicago, himself controlling 300 vaudeville 
acts, so that it looks as if the Oppenheimers are justified in believing that they 
can fight the new Vaudeville Trust if needs be.

bloated millionaires who constitute the old vaudeville combine. But they were 
extremely desirous of eliminating the independents, headed by the Shuberts, 
from the dramatic field, and the organization of the United States Amusement 
Co. in vaudeville enabled them to make a successful dicker for all the Shubert 
Playhouses, this deal shattering the Independents’ line of battle on both flanks 
and in the center at one fell swoop. 

Then came the recent threat of the old vaudeville combine to begin a war of 
retaliation by invading the dramatic field—and, ‘like a flash, the new merger 
is effected and Klaw & Erlanger return to straight drama, with the Shuberts 
and the old Independents’ playhouses, excepting only those now controlled by 
the Oppenheimers, so nicely tied up with the new Vaudeville Trust that the 
Gordian knot is a running slip-noose by comparison. 

How clever all this—especially if, as is reported, Klaw & Erlanger make 
$3,000,000 in the new deal, in the form of a bonus of $300,000 a year safd to have 
been promised them by Keith & Proctor for getting out of vaudeville! 

U the Garrick Theater in this city will be made the home of a permanent 

musical stock company to be organized by the Oppenheimer brothers. It 
is extremely likely that John E. Young, who has made himself tremendously 
popular in St. Louis as the leading comedian of the Delmar Summer Opera 
Company, will head the Garrick’s musical stock organization. 

The Oppenheimers are desirous not only of offering comic operas and music- 
al comedies that have already achieved success, but of making the Garrick a 
“first-production"’ house as well. In the event that the contemplated company 
is organized they will be in the market for new works by known and unknown 
authors and hope to make St. Louls a producing center in this field. They pro- 
Pose also to produce in St. Louis big New York musical hits while the orig- 
inal productions are still running in the metropolis, feeling confident that they 
can successfully carry through negotiations to this end. 

All of which sounds plucky and enter. prising and bright with promise of good 
musical comedy entertainment in St. Louis. The little Garrick may yet hold 


@ proud place all its own in American theatricals. 
W looks as if we must abandon all hope of a similar condition in the 
straight dramatic field. 

The abandonment by the Keith & Proctor forces of their plan for invading 
this field in retaliation for Klaw & Er langer's invasion of vaudeville destroys 
the last lingering chance of dramatic competition for years to come. There 
was little doubt as to the ability of Keith & Proctor and their associates to 
make themselves distinctly formidable in the place formerly occupied by the 
Shubert independents, and their entry into the high-class dramatic field prom- 
ised a healthier condition for the American drama, but this is now, of course, a 
vanished dream. The old Theatrical Syndicate is ” the saddle more firmly than 
ever before. 

The only Independents now in the field are David Belasco and 
Grey Fiske, whose half-dozen or. so of dramatic offerings will, 
two seasons, be booked at the Garrick in St. Louis, under the terms of 
their contract with the Shuber‘s, necessarily assumed by Klaw & Icrlanger.

The Indians were reinforced by Chief 
Clanahan's father, Milo Clanahan.

Morphine Acts Like Blow. 
Concerning the suicide theory, Dr. 
Cross, who examined the stomach for 
morphine traces, says: 

‘When my examination was completed 
I found morphine in the stomach and 
elsewhere. The amount I found was 
enough tv killa man. The fact that it 
was where it was, is absolute proof that 
the morphine was taken into the sys- 
tem’ before death. How long before it js 
impossible to state. I do not want to 
be quoted as saying that Mr. Perkins 
died from an overdose of morphine. 
That is for the court to determine after 
it has read our report. 

“To doctors well versed in the effects 
of morphine upon the brain, under oth- 
erwise unsuspicious circumstances, it is 
known that the morphine acts upon the 
brain just in the same way as docs a 
severe blow upon the skull. It produces 
a cerebral concussion and ninety-nine 
times out of a hundred, under circum- 
stances similar to those in this Perkins 
case, the doctors would call the concus- 
sion one caused by a heavy fall upon 
the head. 

“In this case I do not believe that the 
concussion of the brain was caused in 
any other manner than an overdose of 
mornhine.”’

TOWN under water, fish swim- 
A ming around its church spires 

and in and out of its chimneys, 
will soon be in Arizona. The water 
above the streets of this town will be 
1) feet deep. Not even the tallest 
spire will come near reaching the sur- 
face. § 

This submerged town will stand there 
beneath its weight of waters exactly 
as it fs today for years and years to 
come, perhaps for ages. There will be 
no current to disturb it. Succeeding 
generations of fishermen will drop their 
baited hooks down into the darkness 
of its submerged streets. It may be 
that a thousand years from now, after 
the very existence of this town is for- 
gotten, the waters will recede and the 
long. hidden roofs will come into sight 
and a new civilization will go there to 
stare and wonder at the queer houses in 
which people lived ten centuries ago. 

Books may be written about it. The 
first newspaper reporter who visits it 
may speculate upon the use to which 
those old barbarians put that strange 
structure with its finger-like tower 
pointing skyward. And some antiquarian 
will explain that it was a church. And 
it may be that a man of a thousan! 
years from now will stand upon the 
dripping stage of its opera house and 
wonder te what use that forum was 
put, just as we marvel now at the 
forum of Pompeli and Herculaneum. 

Scientific men declare that the great 
depth of calm water over the sunken 
town will preserve from decay every 
piece of wood in it, and, if it remains 
submerged, it will be so preserved for 
10,000 years. So it is no great stretch 
of the imagination to Suppose that th‘s 
town of today, so much like hundreds 
of other Western towns, will be a great 
curiosity when it emerges the 
depths in some future time. 

This town of Roosevelt, Ariz.. has a 
population of nearly 3000 men. women 
and children. It has four hotels, many 
store buildings of brick, a large opera 
house, churches of brick and stone and 
all the modern conveniences of a city 
of its size. It stands in the valley of 
the Salt River, with high and pic- 
turesque mountains upon both sides af 
it. 

South of this town of Roosevelt 
United States Government is bulldin«: 
across the Salt River Valley. from 
mountain side to mountain side, a 


from

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~town, submerging its sidewalks, 
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great dim granite and cement, a 
solid wall of stone two miles long and 
a hundred feet high. When it is finished 
the fiood gates through whi-h 
the waters of the Salt River now 
flow will be closed and the down-coming 
waters obstructed by this wall of rock. 
will foam and churn against it, and 
finding not even a crevice for escape, 
will flow backward and spread out over 
the valley and its fertile farms, covering 
the streets of Rocsevelt, its largest 
lapping 
higher and higher over its walls and 
spires until, where now a rich valley 
lies, there will be a vast lake of fresh 
water stretching for miles and miles up 
ihe valley from the dam, its shores the 
mountain slopes. 

The Government has condemned and 
paid for all the lands to be inundated 
and all of the buildings. No man in 
Roosevelt will have the right to carry 
away a stick or a stone of the buiid- 
ings. The Government owns them all. 
And the Government has decided not to 
attempt a removal of anything. Thiut 
would be too expensive. Its agents w!!! 
simply collect the rents untii a certain 
day and then it will give out a warning 
to all people in the valley and in the 
town to move out, and upon the appoint- 
ed dav the waters will arise and the 
town will sink beneath them. 

Tie dam, built in the most thorough 
manner by Government experts, of solid 
granite quarried from the nearby moun- 
tainside, is massive enough to with- 
stand the pressure of countless billions 
of tons of water. It will stand as long 
as the rocks of the everlasting moun- 
tains, and even a million years from 
now, when Maeacauley’s New Zealander 
sits upon the Thames bridge and muses 
upon deserted London, the frontier town 
of Roosevelt may yet lie intact and un- 
disturbed benenth the waters of 
great Roosevelt dai. : 

The Government is building this dam 
to store in it, for irrigation purposes, 
the flood waters of the Salt River. Be- 
low the dam the river ffows through 
broad level lands, lined by great moun- 
tain ranges. These bottom lands, with- 
out irrigation, are parched and barren 
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for a great part of the year. But it is 
a black, loamy soil, and when water is 
given to it by irrigation it is wonder- 
fully fertile. Each spring, when the 
snows melt in the mountains, the waters 


and when !t is over the river dwindles 
again from a raging giant of waters to 
a little, dribbling streamlet, and the 
rootlets of a myriad of plants are gasp- 
ing and dying for want of the water 
that ran to waste. 
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The Government's big dam across the 
valley at Rovusevelt will catch and save 
Its fill of this flood water which runs to 
waste each spring, and all through the 
hot summer months the stored waters 
if this great inland sea will be doled 
yut to the farmers along the valley for 
& hundred miles clear down to Phoenix, 
the Canittal. 

The dam, main canals and laterals 
necessary to this irrigation scheme wil! 
cost $9,000,000. The work has already 
been going on for four years. When it 
is done it will reclaim thousands of 
square miles of the richest soil in the 
vorld. 

When the dam is full of water 
overflow will pour over it ‘through a 
system of gates made of bronze so they 
will not rust away. 

The amount of storage water sent

upon each side lateral canals will carry 
the water to ditches in all parts of the 
valley. Sznall dams will be built at dif- 
ferent points along the river to raise 
the water high enough to give the need- 
ed flow. 

Since the days of the Indians the Salt 
River Valley has been famous for its 
{fruits und vegetables, and during all that 
time thev have been raised by irri- 
gation. The Indians irrigated by means 
of crude ditches runring out from the 
river to their small patches of culti- 
vated land and the white settlers have 
done the same, only their system of ca- 
nals and diversion dams have been more 
modern and successful, but Ineian and 
white alike could only secure water 
when the river was flowing, and there 
was ulwavs a danger that the old rive. 
would wash out through the canals and 
ruin their nelds, which it has done 
many times during the flood period. 

With the big dam, there is no such 
danger, however, for all the qwater will 
be caught and conserved and used when 
needed. The rainy season will be no 
more dangerous for the farmers of that 
wonderfully rich valley than the dry pe- 
riods. for all the water will be caugit 
in tne big lake. 

In preparation for the work upon tle 
dam Government built a cement 
‘actery and a sawmill of its own and 
pui a line of traction engines into opera- 
tfon between the dam site and the rail- 
road tewn of Mesa, 25 miles away, to 
haul out all supplies. As the work is 


the 


being done ‘“‘for and in the name of the 
land owners of the Salt River Valley,” 
who must repay every cent of the cost 
to the Government, a great deal of book- 
keeping is necessary. The Government 
erected the cement mill and 
charged it to the landowners, 
and is now buying back the 
cement from the mill and giv- 
ing him credit for it. The mi!l is oper- 
ated in the name of the people of the 
valley and strict account is kept of 
every transaction. The valley lands 
above the dam that are to be submerged 
have been condemned and purchased 
and charged to the ‘people of the val- 
ley below, and now the Government is 
buying its alfalfa from these farms and 
crediting it back to them. This method 
applies to every bit of work done, for 
the Government in these irrigation un- 
dertakings simply loans the money to 
the people who are to be benefited. The 
cost of the entire project is estimated, 
with ample margin for extra cost, and 
then the amount of available frrigable 
land in the valley below is figured up 
and the estimated cost per acre is ar- 
rived at. The owners then mortgage 
their land to the Government for the 
cost of the completed project, and the 
Government, if it has the money, sets 
to work. From the time the first water 
is turned into the canals the land own- 
benefited begin paying for the 
project, generally at the rate of two or 
three dollars per acre per ‘year for a 
period of 20 years. As the money comes

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F all American industries whaling 
is one of the oldest and yet one 
in Which, although neglected and 

becoming a thing of the past, there has 
been little, if any, development. Sixty 
years ago, when the industry was at its 
height, no less than 730 vessels were 
scouring the seas in search of the le- 
vViathans and every one of these craft 
flew the American ensign. 

The New England States, and par- 
ticularly Massachusetts, were the prin- 
cipal headquarters of the whalemen, 
while the little town of New Bedford, 
Mass., was the center, 'n I4. from 
New Bedford alone there satied ovt 11 
whaling ships bound for every port on 
the globe. In 1964, half a century later, 
there were but five ships t» sail for the 
whaling grounds. 

The latest tissue of the Whalemen's 
Siipping List shows that there are today 
engaged in the whaling industry but 
38 veedela representing all that is left 
of the once great business. 

With the demand for the cheaper fue) 
came a drop in the price of whale oil 
net mich at first, but as the various 
by-products of petroleum developed and 
many articles that were formerly made 
of of] wero eunerscded by netroleum the 
price of the oll gradualty but surely de- 


t siined, etriking the death blow te the

methods emploved in the pursuit of the 
whale, and what titrie development 
there has been is chiefly in the use of a 
few steam vessels and the adaption of 
modern rig te the sailing 
ployed, 

The use of the steam whaler is adapt- 
ed to the Arctic waters, where it is more 
handy in dodging vast floes and escap- 
ing the danger of being nipped by tho 
ice, a fate that has sent many 
stanch sailing craft to the bottom. 
Then, too, the steamers employ steam 
for the trying out of the oil, instead of 
boiling it as is done on the sailing craft. 
Donkey engines for hoisting are modern 
feitures on many of the sailing craft, 
while iron tanks take the place of 
woocen ones. 

Of the apparatus used in the capturo 
and killing of the whale there is prac- 
tically no change and the implements 
now used were in vogue half a century 
ago. Of the death-dealing appliance 
the shoulder bomb-gun and lance play 
the most important part, and every 
whaler carries a full supply of them. 
The bomb-agun is a light, but powerful 
and effective wenpon. 

The bomb consists of «a brass tube 
frem four to six inches long and filled 
with gunpewaer. Like a torpedo it is 
net intended to explode until ft has 
pierved the vitals of the mammal and 
ite work is almost instantaneous. This 
werpon and its projectile is the tnven- 
ties of Capt. Eben Pierce. a hardy 
Duewn Master, who made the first ene '> 
ltevootuty.

There is one incentive, that 
keeps and will always keep a few whale- 
men afloat, and that is the high price of 
whalebene. The industry is divided into 
wha'es olone, these whe hunt for sperm 
and right whales and those whe hunt 
for right and bewhead whales. 

The length of a whaling voyage nowa- 
days varies from four months to three 
yeara, whereas in the palmy days 4 ves- 
sel rarely returned in less than four 
years, and was frequently gono five. 
The eld-timers went in search of beth 
the right and the sperm whales, and 
as the habit of these species is widely 
Separated the cruises of the early whalc- 
men necessarily involved traversing the 


however, 


At the pres- 
ent timesethere are but few craft that 
combine the two kinds of whaling. 

The officers and crew of a whaling 
bark number about 33 men. Instead of 
heing given fixed wages, the old way of 
shipping on shares is yet in vogue. Each 
member of the crew, from the highest 
to the lowest, goes on a “lay.” When 
‘ho voyage has ended, ‘the catch figured 
out, the expenses of the vessel deducted 
and all debts made good the ‘“‘divvy”’ is 
inade and each receives his pay accord- 
ing to his lay. The lay of the Captain 
may be one-fourteenth while that of the 
cabin boy may be as little as one two- 
hundred and fiftieth, this portion being 
known as the “‘long lay.” 

The fitting out of a whaling bark 
is to be.wone on a cruise of three or four 
years is not a simple task. It is true 
that they can put into ports now and 
then to replenish their stores, ete., but 
they have to start well provided against 
the ordinary contingencies of those who 
go down to the sea in ships. 

For the vessel there is the dockyarJ 
overhaul and she is carefully gone over 
from stem to stern and from keel to 
truck, every seam caulked and painted, 
the copper on her hull renewed in neces- 
sary places, her topsides painted, her 
decks smoothed, her rigging, running

and standing, overhauled, set up and re- 
newed, her spars examined and a hun- 
dred and one things done in order that 
she inay leave port in as good condition 
as possible. 

There are times, too, when they need 
much attention for now and then they 
limp home from a voyage in which Fa- 
ther Neptune has pretty nearly handel 
them over to his son, Davy Jones. But, 
so long as they come home laden with 
oil and each member of the crew re- 
ceives a hanhsome lay there Is little to 
complain of and the shipyard men are 
not sorry. 

When the whaler has been 
from the ways glistening with 
paint and varnish she is placed along- 
side of a vier and the werk of fitting cut 
egins.

that the balloon owes its development 
from a huge gas-filled sphere, helpless. 
lv driven by the wind, to a shapely ana 
well-braced machine, capable of making 
27 miles an hour in still air, and of 
holding its own and even making head- 
way against a wind of moderate 
strength. 

“A brief review of the present condi- 
tions. shows that among the three na- 
tions which have given official recogm- 
tion to the airship, the French army 
possesses four dirigibles, the ‘Lebaudy 
11.’ ‘La Patrie,’ ‘Republic,’ and one oth- 
cr, which is at present under ccnstruc- 
tion. The German army has the ‘Zep- 
pelin ’ the largest airship ever construct - 
ed. the ‘Gross,’ and the ‘Parseval,’ while 
tingland has recently completed and 
suceessfully tried the ‘Nulli Secundus.’ 
Taking these machines in their order, 
there are the Lebaudy Il~—a copy of an 
‘.arlier machine manufactured by the 
brothers of that name which was the 
i first really practical dirigible. It seems 
to have been a success almost from the 
,ery start, its owners makirg several 
svecessful filgnts-for distances of from 
10 to 360 miles. The mititary authorties 
were so favorably impressed, that it was 
purenased for the use of the aeronauti- 
cal corps of the army. Ry them it was 
subjected to a long s ries of experiments 
and upon the data thus secured, it was 
decided to build three other dirigibles. 
Two of these. the ‘Patrie’ and ‘Repub- 
lic.” have been completed, and the 
former has done some really excellent 
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work. The ‘Patrie,” of 111,195 cuoic feet 
capacity, is 93%, feet in diameter by 196 
feet in length, and carries motors of 70 
horse-power driving two propellers. The 
machine can lift about 2,800 pounds of 
dead weight, and it has made an official 
speed of about 30 miles per hour. 

“The largest the world is 
one built by Zeppelin and 
sold to the German Government. It Is 40 
feet in diameter by 420 feet in length, 
I* carries two engines of 80 horsepower, 
each of which drives twin propellers, 
carried at the sides of the machine. Ih 
of its great weight, the lifting ca- 
pacity of the Zepplin is considerable; 
for it is claimed that it can carry fully 
three tons of dead weight.

‘Parseval’ has made twenty to thirty 
mile trips, and has stayed tin the air for 
several hours at a time. 

“During the past few weeks the aero- 
nautical corps of the British Army have 
made some successful tests of their first 
practical airship, the ‘Nulll Secundus,’ 
which is 30 feet in diameter by 100 feet 
in length and can carry three or four 
men. The speed is slightly over 20 miles 
per hour; and in a recent trip it was 
driven from Farnborough and maneu- 
vered above the city of London, where 
it was put through various evolutions 
with apparent ease. A distinctive fea- 
ture of the ‘Nulli Secundus’ is a pair of 
aeroplanes, one on each side of the bal- 
loon, which can be folded against the 
gas bag when they are not In use. 


“Now that the airship has received 
military recognition, the question may 
wel Ibe asked: What is its military 
value? Undoubtedly, it will form a most 
important weapon in the hands of the 
intelligence department. For scouting 
purposes, when the winds are favor- 
able and the air is clear, it will prove 
to be of the very greatest value: for 
under such atmospheric conditions it 
will be possible for a scouting party to 
rise to a sufficient elevation to - avoid 
the enemy's rapid-fire guns, and sail 
at will over the country in which the 
hostile operations are being conducted. 
While so engaged it will be poss!t'> to

Prof. Elie Metchnikoff was born in 
Russia almost 60 years ago, but on 
account of political trouble had to 
leave. He went to Paris, took up 
scientific research, andisnow at the 
head of the great Pasteur Institute. 
He was formerly professor of zool- 
ogy at Kazan and made for himself 
a great reputation by his study ina 
most detailed way of the structure 
and life histories of some of the low- 
er invertebrate animals. He has pub- 
lished one volume, in English transla- 
tion, entitled ‘“‘The Nature of Man.” A 
second book, entitled “The Prolonga- 
tion of Life,” will be published this 
week. Prof. Metchnikoff is eminent- 
ly respected, and stands at the head of 
the pathological scientists. 

However incredible his statement, 
even if he did not back it with any 
kind of proof, it would receive the 
closest attention by the scientific and 
medical world. When he advances 
such a theory as he has just recently 
promulgated, with substantial proofs, 
it means that a sensation will be cre- 
ated in the medical profession. 

So thoroughly has Prof. Metchnikoff 
worked out his theory of organic ex- 
istence in his laboratory in Paris that 
he has given a name to the new life 
that man can enter into if he will 
only follow a few simple rules. 

This word is “Orthoblosis” which 
means in translation “The straight 
way of life.” The new word is pro- 
nounced Or-tho-bi-o-sis. It will un- 
doubtedly soon become a very com- 
ron word, The professor invented the 
word himself, and it is meant to em- 
body the meaning in the German 
word “‘Ubermensch.” It sets a new 
standard of morality, a scientific 
guide to life, and a spirit of optimism. 
When the completion of all that is 
contained in the word is brought 
about, it wil! almost be the millenium.

By a series of ingen’ous 
experiments Prof. Metehnikoff has 
shown that there is a very close relation 
between the food products putrefying in 
the large intestines and _ depression, 
headaches and even serious ‘Ilness.

by germs. The process is called lactic 
fermentation, or the turning of sugar 
into lactic acid. After exhaustive !n- 
vestigations, this Pasteur Institute sct- 
entist has produced a pure bacillus ‘‘cul- 
ture’’ from soured curds prepared from 
boiled milk. The bacilli are not. killed 
by the boiling, but other foreign germs 
are. These are lactic fermentation ba- 
cill. 

Prof. Metchnikoff proposes to eat 
these cultures, and let them counteract 
the work of germs in the intestines. 
“hese bacilli have tne property of com- 

ing other germs, and of purifying. 

(hese cultures prepared from soured 

ilk are in the form of curds. These 

irds can be eaten readily, and when 
weetened with sugar are very palata- 
le. There is one essential—that milk 

‘ither in the curds or otherwise be 
aken at the same time with the ba- 
cilli. ‘These cultures are prepared in 
-abloid form, and can be eaten in this 
form. But milk must be drunk so that 
they can thrive when they reach the 
intestine. 

Following out his theory, Metchnikoff 
limits his own diet to milk, chocolate 
and bread. Milk is especially valuable 
as it sets up lactic fermentation. 

One should be careful about one’s diet, 
says Metchnikoff. Alcohol in any form 
is injurious. Uncooked fruits and sal- 
ads are especially to be avoided, as they 
are always contaminated to a high de- 
gree with the sports of moulds and 
various harmful bacilli. 

This soured milk treatment has al- 
ready been tried in many cases and 
there appears to be no doubt as to its 
efficiency in reducing or completely 
preventing intestinal putrefaction. 

Prof. Metchnikoff does not stop by 
showing how life may be prelonged to 
the century mark, but points out how 
a bigger and better life can be ‘Ive, 
how orthobiosis can be reached.

Why She Preferred Cremation. 


Such narrow escapes from being 
buried alive have always caused many 
to el a more terrifying ob- 
session of fear of premature burial 
than of death. Many persons alive 
now, who are subject to some disease 
which may produce all the symptoms 
of death, contemplate true death with 
serenity, but are subject to frequent 
attacks of acute mental distress at 
the thought of being swallowed alive 
into the raw earth of the grave. 

This fear of premature death 
haunt one’s mind with such terrifying 
pictures of the grave that final dis- 
position of the body by fire may seem 
the only escape. Some months ago the 
body of a St. Louis woman who had 
feared premature burial was consigned 
to the white flames of a super-heated 
furnace. This was according to her re- 
quest. Her desire for cremation had 
long been looked upon as an idiosyn- 
eracy of a strong mind. Her friends 
did not believe in cremation, but after 
the body had lain in state for several 
days—after the work of the under- 
taker in embalming had made death 
certain—friends of her husband accom- 
panied it to the pyre. It was after- 
ward said that those who watched saw 
her body move and that the intense 
flames for an instant pictured contor- 
tions of the face.

Decomposition Only True Sign. 


The Egyptians of old 
bodies of the dead for many days be 
fore they embalmed them. The an- 
cient Greeks sometimes cut off the fin- 
gers of the dead before cremating the 
bodies, to make sure that life had de- 
parted. The Romans declared it crimi- 
nal to ‘“‘come too hastily to the con. 
clusion that life positively was extinct.” 
The Romans kept the supposed dead for 
a week, placed them in hot baths or 
washed them:in water almost boiling, 
in order to give the dead every chance 
ef returning to life. Servius, in his 
commentary on Virgil, said that ‘on 
the eighth day they burned the body 
and on the ninth put its ashes in the 
grave.’" Quintilian explained that th: 
Romans delayed burials because they 
had seen persons return to life after 
they were prepared for the grave, Lan- 
cisi approved of a legislative act which 
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yrrevented the too speedy burial of per- 
sons cut off by sudden death. 

Huxley pronounced indisputable signs 
of death difficult to, decide. Sir Henry 
Thompson held that decomposition was 
the only trustworthy proof of death. 
Mrouardel claimed that there were no 
signs sufficient to determire the mo- 
ment of death with scientific certainty. 
Hufeland relied only on deconfposition. 
Dr. Gower thought that persons were 
sometimes buried in a state of suspen@- 
ed animation. Di. Thomas More Mad- 
den wr@te that death-trance might 
cause premature interment. Dr. A. Foth- 
ergill and Dr. Franz Hartmann main- 
tain tlfat decomposition is the only cer- 
tain test sign of death.

“The mass of evidence,’’ asserted 
Tozer, “shows that the number of in- 
stances of narrow escapes from prema- 
ture burtal has not decreased of late 
years, but that it has, on the contrary 
increased. 

Buried While Still Alive. 

“In support of his claim, 
mentioned articles certain 
such medical publications as the Lancet 
and the La Presse Medicale. 

In June, 1938, a Bavarian child, 
thought dead, was ordered taken to the 
mortuary. Before it had lain there an 
hour, it showed signs of life, and was 
hurriedly returned to its mother. In 
the chancel of St. Giles’ Church ig a 
tablet with a figure engraved thereon 
showing a woman in the act of rising 
from her coffin. She was buried while 
in a state of suspended animation. The 
“Mysteries of Life and Death,” says 
that when life returned to her the 
sexton had desecrated the body in the 
hope of obtaining possession of a valu- 
able ring left on one of the fingers.

In September, 1905, a boy was found 
in the grass in St. Regent's Park, 
London, and put on a siab as« dead. 
Later the keeper resuscitated him. In 
his report of an English case, the 
Coroner said that “the circumstances 
were, perhaps, the most remarkable, for 
the child had ‘died’ four times. and the 
mother had obtained three medical cer- 
tificates of death on the strength of her 
own diagnoses.”’ Tozer argued particu- 
larly for reform in English burial laws, 
but asserted that the same looseness . 
method is found in this country. He 
quoted the editor of the Undertakers 
Journal: “It has been proved beyond 
all contradiction that there are more 
burials alive than is generally sup- 
posed,” and then named ive receni 
cases of narrow escape.

This 
precaution was taken by Herbert Spen- 
cer, Edmund Yates, Bishop Berkeley, 
Judge Charles J. Daniels, Daniel O’Con- 
nell, Lord Lytton, Hans Christian An- 
dersen, Sir Benjamin Ward Richardsou. 

Wilkie Collins, Miss Frances Power

the formulas of most of the proprie- 
tary medicines and toilet prepara- 
tions, and contains formulas by which 
the pharmacist: may make his own 
preparations of that kind. In one of 
these books, looked upon by the pro- 
fession as the best and most reliable, 
the following comment is made upon 
the use of bismuth powders: 


Makes Skin Leather-Like. 


“The continued of 
whites will injure the skin and ulti- 
mately will produce paralysis of its 
minute vessels, rendering it yellow 
and leather-like.” 

Among the formulas in this book is 
one of a face powder manufactured 
in the East, which is advertised to be 
free from lead or any other poisonous 
mineral. It is made of: French chalk, 
corn atarch, bismuth oxide and cal- 
cium sulphate, 

Another widely used faae powder, 
euaranteed as soft, smooth and harm- 
less as swansdown, is composed as 
follows: 

Zine oxide, 38 parts, 

Orris root, 18 parts. 

French chalk, 44 parts. 

The zinc oxide is a deadlv poison. 

A face powder which is guaranteed to 
be a delicate preparation, free from any- 
thing injurious, and warranted to im- 
part the bloom of Ninon to the face, 
is composed of bismuth, subcarbonate, 
zine oxide, corn starch, French chalk 
and precipitated chalk. 


A face powder manufactured in a 
large Western city and known to nearly 
every woman in the Southwest, has 
printed upon its label the following 4n- 
nouncement: “It imparts a brilliant 
transparency to the skin, removes all 
pimples, freckles and  discolorations, 
make the skin delicately soft, is perfect- 


use bismuth 


Nearly all of the face paints and face 
lotions and washes there is bismuth or 
some form of lead or zinc, all of them 
dangerous ingredients. One of the best- 
known liquid face paints is composed of 
10 parts of bismuth white and 120 parts 
of water, nothing else. It sells for $1 
a bottle, and costs about 6 cents, bottle 
and all. 

One liquid face paint is so poisonous 
that it is difficult to understand how 
any woman can use it for any great 
length of time and not become down- 
right sick from it. It contains oxide 
of zinc, subnitrate of bismuth and plum- 
bate of alumina. 

A cosmetic advertised to soften and 
whiten the skin is made by steeping 
white arsenic in water. Attached to 
this formula is the warning: ‘‘Its uss 
is attended with considerable dan- 
ger.’’ 

Beauty Hypocrisy of Women. 

A woman operator in a beauty shop 
said the other day: ‘‘Beauty is net even 
skin deep these days.” 

But this hypocrisy of women ig as 
old as history. The wife of Nero, King 
of Rome, used upon her face a paste 
that became so hard after a day or 
two that it could only be removed by a 
warm bath of asses’ milk. Her beauty 
dazzled the eyes of the men ignorant of 
her deception. But the modern man, 
knowing more of woman’s ways, cannot 
be blamed if he regards with cold cyni- 
cism the alabaster complexion that he 
knows is made up of bismuth white.

more than $160,000 worth of planos was 
imported in the year 1906.
